AUTO INDUSTRY WILL COST TAXPAYERS

WASHINGTONThe U.S. auto industry’s problems 
will cost taxpayers plenty whether or not the 
government helps Detroit. 

Just walking away and letting the struggling 
Big Three automakers go under would drain 
government coffers by about as much as the 
$15 billion bridge loan that lawmakers are pre- 
paring, and perhaps much more, according to 
outside analysts. The costs would come from 
lower tax collections by the federal, state and 
local governments and the payment of extra 
unemployment, pension and other benefits to 
unemployed or retired auto workers. 

There’s sharp disagreement among outside 
experts about exactly what an auto industry 
failure would look like and how much it would 
cost taxpayers. But what’s clear is that while 
no one knows how much government aid the 
Big Three ultimately will need, inaction also 
would be expensive, assuming automobile 
production drops and more workers lose their 
jobs. 


The Center for Automotive Research, a 
non-profit organization in Ann Arbor, Mich., 
estimates that if Ford, General Motors and 
Chrysler completely stopped making cars next 
year but returned to 50 percent production 
levels in 2010 and 2011, it still would wipe out 
nearly 2.5 million jobs next year. 

Overall, that lost employment would cost 
government at all levels S50 billion next year 
and $108 billion over the next three years, 
the center estimates, with Washington bear- 
ing most of that cost. Almost a quarter of the 
money would be for unemployment, welfare, 
health care and other costs government would 
have to carry, while the rest would come from 
lost collections of income taxes and payroll 
taxes that support Social Security 

In a more severe scenario in which the Big 
Three halted all U.S. operations completely, the 
three-year cost to taxpayers would be S156 bil- 
lion in lost tax revenue and higher spending, the 
center says.

ever, says such projections are far too dismal. 

William Beach, a senior fellow in econom- 
ics at the thinktank, says it is likelier that the 
Detroit automakers would declare bankruptcy 
but continue reduced operations as they try to 
re-emerge as leaner but stronger companies. 
During this lull, foreign auto companies in the 
U.S. would see their sales increase and would 
hire additional workers, cushioning much of 
the blow to government budgets. 

The result: 453,000 lost jobs in the first 
year from the Big Three, their suppliers and 
spin-off jobs. Heritage estimates. Beach 
said this would mean a 2009 cost to federal 
taxpayers of just over $13 billion: S12.7 billion 
in tax collections and nearly S600 million for 
unemployment insurance, food stamps and 
other expenditures.

Obama: Step down 

His career in shreds. Gov Blagojevich clung 
defiantly to power Wednesday, ignoring a call 
to step down from President-elect Obama and 
a warning that Senate Democrats will not let 
him appoint a new senator from the state. 

“Everyone is caUing for his head,” said Barbara 
Flynn Currie, a leader in the Illinois Senate. 
Democrats in Washington edged away from calls for a special 
election to fill Obama’s place in the Senate, hoping that Lt. Gov Pat 
Quirm would soon become governor and fill the vacancy on his own. 
That would assure the party of holding the seat, and on a far faster 
timetable than any balloting would allow 

Ensconced in his downtown office, Blagojevich gave no sign he was 
contemplating resigning, and dispatched his spokeswoman, Kelley 
Quinn, to say it was “business as usual” in his i6th-floor suite. 

“The top priority for our office is to serve the people, and we have 
not lost sight of that,” Kelley Quinn said. 


Jackson 5? 

Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. said Wednesday he 
sought appointment to Barack Obama’s 
Senate seat but denied offering favors in 
return to Blagojevich and said he was not 
involved “whatsoever in any wrongdoing.” 

A lawyer for Jackson acknowledged that 
the Illinois Democrat is “Senate Candidate 
5” in the 76 -page federal complaint filed against Blagojevich. 
Wiretapped conversations suggest Blagojevich felt the candidate 
would raise campaign money for him in exchange for being 
appointed to the Senate seat vacated by the president-elect. 

Jackson said he spoke with the U.S. attorney’s office Tuesday. 
“They shared with me that I am not a target of the investigation 
and that I am not accused of any misconduct,” he said. 

Jackson said he met with Blagojevich on Monday in Chicago for 
90 minutes to discuss the Senate vacancy It was their first meeting 
in about four years, he said.

One of Blagojevich’s 
top deputies resigned 
Wednesday after being

Certainly Blagojevich’s language 
was overshadowed by the criminal 
accusations against him. But many say 
a public official, even in supposedly 
private conversations, should be held 
to a higher standard of discourse. 

“ftou expect more from a governor,” 
said Barbara Pachter, an expert on 
business etiquette. “You don’t always 
get it, but you expect more. This is 
just lousy behavior. We don’t want our 
governors to be drunken sailors.” 


City’s Olympic bid 
seems safe

have been lessened because 
Chicago 2 oi 6 officials 
never have emphasized his 
role in the bid. 

“It’s very sad if the charges are proved, but 
I don’t think it will affect the Chicago bid one 
way or another,” Richard Carrion, a member 
of the International Olympic Committee 
Executive Board, said Wednesday 
However, the bid could hinge on 
Blagojevich’s one significant contribution, 
announced just before the U.S. Olympic 
Committee chose Chicago over L.A. as 
the U.S. candidate in 2007; a pledge of Sijo 
million in state funds as part of $1.1 J bLUion in 
financial guarantees the bid is offering. 

The guarantee is a major issue because 
Chicago is the only one of the four finalists 
without the full backing of government 
entities. The host city is chosen in October.

Scientists may have figured out one 
reason some people reach for the 
french fries instead of an apple. 

It could be a gene that’s been 
linked to an increased risk of obe- 
sity 

A study of children found those 
with a common variation of the gene 
tend to overeat high-calorie foods. 
They ate lOO extra calories per meal, 
which over the long term can put 
on weight, said Colin Palmer, who 
led the study at the University of 
Dundee in Scotland. 

The findings don’t mean that 
everyone with that version of the 
gene will eat too much and become 
obese, he said. They just might have 
a tendency to eat more fattening 
foods. 

“It’s still your choice,” he said. 
“This gene will not make you over- 
weight if you do not overeat.” 

Palmer said the results support 
the theory that childhood obesity 
today could be connected to the 
widespread availability and low cost 
of high-calorie foods. 

The research is published in 
Thursday’s New England Journal of 
Medicine. 

Scientists studied more than 
2,700 Scottish children ages 4 to 10 
and put a group of them through 
extensive tests. 

Nearly two-thirds of the children 
had at least one copy of the gene 
variant, about the same proportion 
found in last year’s study of mostly 
white Europeans. 

That study found that those with 
one copy of the gene variant had a 
30 percent increased risk of obesity, 
and carriers of two copies had almost 
a 70 percent increased risk. 

The gene variation also is found 
in other populations; the frequen- 
cy in Chinese is about half that of 
Europeans. 

On average, those with the gene 
variant ate 100 calories more than 
those without it. 

Dr. Rudolph Leibel, an obesity 
researcher at Columbia University 
in New %rk, said getting good 
measurements of how much some- 
one eats is difficult, but the Scottish 
study did it in a closely controlled 
maimer.

If Dunkin’ Donuts’ taste test commercials 
were the schoolyard equivalent of blowing 
spitballs at the coffee giant from afar, then 
McDonald’s latest is like pulling a wedgie. 
Starbucks employees driving northbound can 
see the billboard on their way into the city 

Another billboard slogan jabs, “large is the 
new grande. ’’The two phrases are displayed on 
140 billboards in western Washington, some of 
them near Starbucks cafes. 

“The billboard placement was done because 
we picked high-visibility locations,” said Alan 
Einkelstein, who owns four McDonald’s in 
King County “We really wanted to point out 
that ordering an espresso at McDonald’s is 
quick and simple. Small, medium and large. 
It’s easy” 

Earlier this year, McDonald’s started 
unsnobbycoffee.com to promote the launch of 
espresso drinks in the Seattle market. 


While the coffee wars received much media 
and Wall Street trumpeting this year, Starbucks 
has been mostly silent, maintaining that its 
customer base is different. 

Instead, it is fighting back in a more subtle 
way Executives have hinted that Starbucks is 
taking the high road. 

“We get a lot of questions on the competi- 
tion and that everyone seems to be picking 
on Starbucks through their advertising and 
try to reposition Starbucks as expensive or 
snobby, and, boy, when is Starbucks going to 
start advertising and join in that coffee con- 
versation?” Starbucks Chief Marketing Officer 
Terry Davenport told investors last week in 
New York. 

“We’re not going to get into that conversa- 
tion. We’re not going to get sucked into the, 
‘My coffee is better than your coffee,’ price 
point type of coffee conversation. We’re going 
to play at a much higher level.”

British debate ‘Suicide TV’ 


LONDON Ttie scene is difficult to 
watch, even for viewers inured to the 
subject of dying by a steady diet of violent 
Hollywood and TV fare. 

Craig Ewert, a former computer 
scientist from Chicago, is shown lying 
in bed with his wife at his side while he 
takes barbiturates. He asks for a glass 
of apple juice to mask the bad taste and 
help him swallow. Then he uses his teeth 
to turn off his ventilator— and dies on 
camera. 

Britain’s obsession with reality TV 
reached new heights— or depths— 
Wednesday night with the broadcast of 


the assisted suicide of the 59 -year-old 
terminally iU American at a Swiss clinic. 

Showing the final moment of death had 
long been a final taboo, even for no-holds- 
barred British TV, where sex and violence 
are common, and the broadcast unleashed 
debate on an issue that strongly divides 
public opinion. 

Photographs of Ewert’s final moments 
dominated Britain’s newspaper front pages 
Wednesday— “SUICIDE TV” screamed 
one tabloid— and prompted a debate in 
Parliament, where Prime A/hnister Gordon 
Brown was quizzed about the propriety of 
the decision to air the program. 


Before he died, Ewert said taking his 
own life would mean less suffering for 
himself and his family 

Mary Ewert wrote in the British 
press Wednesday that her husband had 
been enthusiastic about having his final 
moments televised. 

“He was keen to have it shown because 
when death is hidden and private, people 
don’t face their fears about it,” she 
said, adding that he wanted viewers to 
understand that assisted suicide allowed 
him to die comfortably rather than 
enduring a long, drawn-out and painful 
demise.

The Rangers are out, the White Sox are in, and the 
mountain bikes are headed for the basement. As for 
that White House bowling alley —well, that hardwood 
might be in for a complete makeover. 

As promised, change is coming to Washington, 
and we’re not just talking policy and politics. 
President-elect Obama may be as big a sports 
junkie as his predecessor, but he’s got a dif- 
ferent game. 

“He’s a hoops aficionado,” said Alexi 
Giannoulias, the Illinois treasurer and a 
regular in Obama’s pick-up games. 

Not to mention a serious White Sox 

fan. 

Remember the day after the election, when 
he dropped his daughters off at school wearing 
his beloved White Sox hat? Or when he headed 
off to the g)nn, wearing that same hat? TV news- 
casts around the country mentioned Obama and 
that hat 6o times in the three days after the election 
alone, the White Sox found— a number that equates 
to millions of viewers. 

“To have the first fan be a White Sox fan is a 
pretty cool thing,” White Sox spokesman Scott 
Reifert said. 

Don’t let those spindly legs fool you: Obama 
works out on a regular basis, walking on the 
treadmill and lifting weights. He bikes, though 
his speed is more leisurely rides with his 
daughters. He plays the occasional round 
of golf, and Golf Digest thought enough of 
his game to rank him eighth among the 15 
presidents who golfed. The list appears in 
the January issue. 

But you don’t need to be spotted the H, O, 
R and S to know what his sport of choice is. 
Pick-up games were a regular part of his 
schedule on primary days during the campaign, 
and if you’re thinking middle-age guys down at 
the rec center, think again. Depending upon who was 
around, there was some serious hooping going on. 

He scrimmaged with North Carolina a few weeks 
after they’d made the Final Four. Reggie Love, his 
personal aide, won an NCAA title at Duke and was 
the Blue Devils’ captain in 2004-oy. Craig Robinson, 
Obama’s brother-in-law, played at Princeton and now 
coaches Oregon State. 


' HE ALSO HAPPENS TO BE THE PRESIDENT ELECT 


So, of course, when Obama won the election the big 
spotting question was: Would Obama put a basketball 
court in the White House? 

The White House already has a court, but it’s half- 
size and outside. The gym at Camp David has a court, 
but that’s an hour away 

“I hear there’s a bowling alley {in the White House] 
and obviously that hasn’t gone too well,” he said during 
the campaign. “So we’re getting rid of the bowling alley 
and replacing it with a basketball court.” 

(He tempered that during his interview with Barbara 
Walters, saying he might leave the alley alone.) 

As much as Obama loves playing basketball, he’ll 
watch just about anything. 

“Lately he’s focused all his time on dealing with the 
economy and putting together his administration,” 
Giannoulias said. “But he used to be a huge fan of 
‘SportsCenter.’ He loves watching sports.” 

White Sox General Manager Ken Williams learned 
that a long time ago. Whenever he sees Williams, he 
peppers the GM with questions about the team, always 
showing particular concern about the pitching. 

“It’s one thing when he would ask me about pitching 
as a senator, but now he’s going to ask the question as 
president, and I have to say, ‘Mr. President,”’ Williams 
said. “I have to answer to the highest office now.” 

That’s tame compared to Obama’s feelings on the 
BCS. He’s made it clear he has no love for college foot- 
ball’s current method of crowning a national champion, 
favoring an eight-team playoff system instead. 

“I don’t know any serious fan of college football who 
has disagreed with me on this,” he said during an inter- 
view with “60 Minutes” last month. “So I’m going to 
throw my weight around a little bit.” 

Obama smiled after he said that. But for those who 
think his opinion won’t have an impact, they might 
remember where the forward pass came from. 

The flying wedge was all the rage in college football 
in the 1890s and early 1900s, a mass formation that 
was simple, successful— and shockingly violent. After 
18 players died and 149 were seriously injured during 
the 1905 season. President Teddy Roosevelt demanded 
something be done. His meetings with officials from 
Harvard, Princeton and "Vale led to the formation of 
the NCAA.

Congressmen want to punt BCS system 


A member of Congress on Wednesday 
said he planned to intrciduce legislation 
that would force college football to adopt 
a playoff to determine the national cham- 
pion. 

Rep. Joe Barton, a Republican from 
Texas, didn’t specify what sort of playoff 
he wants — only that the BCS should go. 

He said the bill— also being co-spon- 
sored by Rep. Bobby Rush, an Illinois 
Democrat— “will prohibit the marketing, 
promotion, and advertising of a postseason 


game as a ‘national championship’ football 
game, unless it is the result of a playoff sys- 
tem.” 

When a subcommittee held a hearing 
about the BCS in 200J, lawmakers said 
they weren’t going to pursue legislation. 

“The BCS method of determining who 
is No. I consistently misfires,” Barton said 
Wednesday “Simply exposing the flaws and 
subjecting them to discussion ... hasn’t led 
to improvement.” 

The BCS was created in 1998 by the six 


most powerful conferences. Since then, 
the system has been tweaked to make it 
easier for teams from smaller conferences 
to qualify for the top games. There are four 
traditional BCS bowls — the Rose, Orange, 
Sugar and Fiesta— and a championship 
game between the top two teams in the 
BCS standings, which are based on two 
human polls and six computer ratings. 

This season, Florida (12-1) and Oklahoma 
(12-1) will meet in the BCS title game Jan. 
8 in Miami, ap

A 
conversation at an Elite ii football camp in 
California with Brees, a counselor, doused 
that thought. 

“I told him, ‘You can do whatever you 
want to do, but, if you want to get a great 
education, want to have a chance to start 
four years, play in the Big Ten and throw 
the ball 50 times a game, then you should 
come to Purdue,’” said Brees, Purdue’s all- 
time passing leader with 11,792 yards. “It was 
really that simple.” 

Orton recalled: “It was good advice.” 

Brees probably wasn’t offering any tips 
this week— not with so much at stake. 

Two years ago, the Bears beat the Saints 
in the NFC championship game at Soldier 
Field and, last year, they squashed New 
Orleans’ playoff hopes on the final day of the 
season. Now, a.tj- 6 , both teams are trying to 
keep their playoff hopes alive without much 


The Bears have to figure out a way to 
contain the league’s top offense and the 
prolific Brees, who with 4,100 yards passing 
is challenging Dan Marino’s single-season 
record. They also need a steady effort from 
Orton, coming off his best game since 
spraining his ankle last month. 

Orton stiU was relatively quiet, going 20- 
of-34 with 219 yards, two touchdowns and an 
interception in a 23-10 win over Jacksonville 
on Sunday Not exactly Brees-like, but a 
big improvement over the previous three 
games, when he completed 49 percent of 
his passes. 

Against the Jaguars, he looked more 
like the quarterback who beat out Rex 
Grossman for the starting job— and the 
Bears could use that. 

Orton started against the Saints as a 
rookie in 2005, when Brees was in San 
Diego, and again last season. But he was 
just a game-manager three years ago and 
was simply trying to convince the Bears he 
was worth a look the last time. 

Now, the shackles are off— and the 
expectations are higher. 

The Bears are trying to make the playoffs, 
and standing in their way is another 
Boilermaker who happens to be one of the 
league’s best quarterbacks.

Their eats: After 17 years woo- 
ing diners with homey ambi- 
ance and homestyle Indian fare 
at her super-casual, one-room 
restaurant on Oakley Avenue, 
chef-owner Hema Potla of 
Hema’s Kitchen moved the 
show around the corner and 
just west of Western Avenue 
this fall. Her new West Rogers Park digs 
are higger, and the new kitchen hoasts two 
tandoor ovens — something the original 
location lacked. 

With the new ovens come new Indian 
specialties such as naan, which is tradition- 
ally haked on the wall of a tandoor oven. 
Selections include plain, garlic and onion 
varieties, as well as naan stuffed with ground 
lamh ($i.99-$3.49). Other additions include 
traditional tandoori dishes such as chicken 
marinated in yogurt, lemon juice and chili 
powder ($9.99, left), •xaApamertikka, assort- 
ed cubes of homemade cheese marinated in 
yogurt and spices and cooked in the tandoor 
oven with bell peppers and onions ($7.99). 
Potla also added a lineup of tandoor oven- 
prepped entrees she calls Hema’s Sizzlers 
($7.99-$i5.99), as well as a handful of new 
appetizers, chicken and lamb dishes. 


The kindly Potla stiU keeps a watchful 


eye on the kitchen at the new location and 
the Lincoln Park outpost, Hema’s Kitchen 
II (2411 N. Clark St. 773-529-1705), while 
family members run the show in the invit- 
ing, warmly lit new dining room. Though 
the new location is larger, with seating for 
about too, it can get quite crowded on 
weekends— reservations are accepted (and 
recommended) for parties of five or more. 

Your drinks: Though the sign outside 
nearby Adelphi Liquor (2351 W. Devon Ave. 
773-274-2239) boasts “Indian beer and wine,” 
you can’t always count on both— Indian 


wines were out of stock on our recent visit. 
Chilled Indian lagers are a good choice for 
spicy fare, though, and Adelphi sells Royal 
Challenge and Haywards 5000 (650-milli- 
leter bottles, $3.50 each). 

Adelphi also offers an eclectic wine selec- 
tion. Potla recommends a red for her richer 
dishes, so try a bottle of Voruta, an unusual 
black currant wine from Lithuania ($12.99). 
Hema’s does not charge a corkage fee.
